Andover has established an aggressive 
curriculum to meet new state standards, giv- 
en more decision-making power to princi- 
pals, formed advisory councils for each 
school and funded professional development 
programs for teachers, according to school 
officials.

Hearing set for 
Wednesday on

The state Department of Public Utilities 
will hold a public hearing at Memorial Hall

Town officials have been getting noise 
complaints since last fall when approximate- 
ly 200 residents signed a petition in support 
of quieting the train whistles. The com- 
plaints are that the whistles are being blown 
louder and more frequently than was past 
practice, 

Selectmen in May granted the request of 
Leo Doherty, of 11 Buxton Court, and asked 
the DPU for the public hearing to request 
having at least some of the trains stop blow- 
ing their whistles as often and as loudly as 
they do now, 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, has 
talked with Mary Webster, of 9 Punchard 
Ave., a commissioner for the DPU, and been 
told that in similar cases in other towns the 
DPU has sided with public safety and upheld 
the whistleblowing. Ms. Webster did not give 
any reason to believe the department’s deci- 
sion would be any different in Andover.

Every morning and evening in downtown 
Andover, Main Street is bumper-to-bumper 
with cars, a few taxis and buses. According 
to Traffic Supervisor David Cantone, town 
planning (or lack of it), lack of main streets, 
the widespread use of Route 28, Andover’s 
popularity, and the inconvenience of stop- 
lights are all factors that contribute to the 
increasing congestion in the downtown area.

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Fhotnqrapher charged 
with making obscene 
telephone calls

Matthew V. Sapienza, former 
Townsman photographer, was 
arraigned in Lawrence District 
Court yesterday morning, 
Wednesday, on charges of mak- 
ing obscene telephone calls to 
several young girls. 

Mr. Sapienza, 30, of 654 Salem 
St., North Andover, pleaded 
innocent to 11 counts of making 
obscene phone calls, using inde- 
cent and obscene language, to 
girls, ages 5 to 15, in Lawrence, 
North Andover, Methuen, Haver- 
hill, Windham, N.H. and Salem, 
N.H., between January and July 
of this year. He was released on 
his own personal recognizance 
and his case was continued for a 
pre-trial conference on Monday, 
Aug. 16. 

All charges were brought by 
North Andover police because 
that is the town from which the 
calls originated, according to 


police. Police said a telephone 
trap was used to trace the calls to 
Mr. Sapienza. 

Police allege Mr. Sapienza 
called the girls after they 
appeared in local newspapers. 
North Andover police are contin- 
uing the investigation, according 
to Lt. Paul Gallagher. 

The charges are all misde- 
meanors and are punishable by 
up to three months in jail and a 
$500 fine for each infraction. 

“Mr. Sapienza’s guilt or inno- 
cence will be determined by the 
court system,” said Irving EK. 
Rogers Jr., Townsman publisher. 
“But, there obviously are people 
out there who were victimized 
by harassing telephone calls and 
I am concerned about them, as I 
am concerned about Mr. Sapien- 


za’s family. It is a tragic series of °

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Two businesses given 
reduced parking permits

The Planning Board Tuesday 
night indicated it will grant a 
special permit for reduced park- 
ing that will allow Petro’s 
Seafood & Deli, at 16 Post Office 
Ave., to continue to operate a 
full-service restaurant, but 
delayed a vote until planners’ 
next meeting, on Aug. 10. 

Nicholas Valhouli, owner of 
Petro’s, opened the restaurant 
six years ago as a take-out ser- 
vice with “a few” tables. He has 
since expanded to a 32-seat, full- 
service restaurant. The changes 
constitute a “change of use,” 
according to planners, and as 
such Mr. Valhouli needs to pro- 
vide 21 parking spaces for his 
employees and customers to com- 
ply with zoning bylaws. That 
includes 16 spaces for the 32 seats 
and three for the maximum of six 
employees. 

No parking spaces are cur- 
rently available to Petro’s, but 
seven spaces are allowed by the 
bylaw because of a prior use. 
That leaves a 14-space deficit. 

Board members agreed to the 
conditions of a proposal that 
would use shared parking to sat- 
isfy the bylaw requirement, and 
delayed voting only so they could 
review the conditions in writing. 

The crux of the agreement is a 
lease of parking spaces behind 
the Settles Glass building on Elm 
Street. The spaces are to be 
leased from Shaymar Properties, 
a sub corporation of Doherty 
Insurance, which holds a lease 
on the Elm Street property from 
Bursaw Oil Corp. of Danvers. 

Petro’s will lease two spaces 
during the day, when it has only 
three employees working and 
most of its traffic is walk-in, and 
10 spaces at night, when more 
spaces are available in on-street 


and other remote parking. 

Other conditions include 
encouraging development of a 
pedestrian access from the Set- 
tles Glass parking through the 
back of the property to Post 
Office Avenue; putting signs in 
the restaurant windows and 
notations on the menus indicat- 
ing that the remote parking 
exists; and a review of how the 
parking is working in one year. 

Mr. Valhouli has been negoti- 
ating with the town regarding 
the parking situation at his busi- 
ness for at least two years. He’s 
been in business since 1987. 
Bruegger’s 

Bruegger’s Corp. of Beverly 
was granted a similar special 
permit for reduced parking by 
the Planning Board on June 23 
for a planned Bruegger’s Bagel 
Bakery at 10 Main St., the site of 
the former Gentry men’s cloth- 
ing store. 

Bruegger’s wanted to open a 
72-seat restaurant in the 3,000- 
square-foot space, but could not 
comply with parking require- 
ments. Instead, it was granted a 
special permit for a 32-seat 
restaurant. 

The restaurant will provide 
the sale of bagels, takeout of 
bagel sandwiches and a self-serve 
restaurant for breakfast, lunch 
and dinner between the hours of 
6 a.m. and 6 p.m. daily. 

Bruegger’s original proposal 
would have required 40 parking 
spaces to comply with the zoning 
bylaw, and it did not have any 
parking committed to the restau- 
rant. The bylaw states that no 
permit shall be issued for “the 
change of one type of use to 
another unless off-street parking 
is provided...,” the change is 
three spaces or less, or the total 
spaces required is less than six.

The requirement for the previous retail use 
was 12 spaces, so no permit would be 
required if the number of spaces required 
was 15 spaces or less (the previous 12 plus 
three). That would have limited the restau- 
rant to 24 seats, with 12 spaces for seating 
and three for employees. The 32-seat propos- 
al required 19 spaces, 16 for the seating and 
three for employees. 

But Bruegger’s argued that most of its cus- 
tomers would be passers-by, and would not 
be making a special trip downtown to go to 
the store, and would therefore not have a big 
impact on parking. 

Planners took into consideration the prox- 
imity of the rear entrance of the store to

‘World in Motion’ keeps math and science interesting

ou were likely to feel a 
y bit out of place when 
you entered Frank 
Rapisardi’s fifth-grade science 
period at South School. Stu- 
dents in white lab coats called 
out, “Ask my facilities engi- 
neer.” “The gravity force was 


stronger at 2.” “Centimeters 
are the little ones.” “Can I see 


the program’ engineer, 
please?” 
These students were 


engaged in an international 
educational program designed 
by the SAE Foundation of the 
American Society of Mechani- 
cal Engineers. The program, 
called A World In Motion, uses 
a real-world, design-team 
approach and a single, extend- 
ed project to make learning 
physics easier and more fun 
than traditional teaching 
methods. 

Students form design teams 
consisting of a development 
engineer, test engineer, facili- 
ties engineer and a program 
engineer. Each position has a 
clearly articulated job descrip- 
tion and specific assignments. 
For example, the facilities 
engineer “obtains, stores, 
maintains and dispenses all 
materials and equipment, 
moves around the classroom 
during the activity, assigns all 
the cleanup, assigns the main- 
tenance tasks.” Working in 
these teams, the students 
explore a scientific concept by 
conducting simple experi- 
ments, Then, they apply their 
results to their year-long appli-

cation, recording all the data 
in their design team log. 
Students studied friction by 
testing the effects of a rubber 
band and a pipe cleaner on the 
movement of two playing 
cards leaning against one 
another. The next session, 
they tested the effects of mate- 
rials such as rubber bands, 
sandpaper, oil and talcum 
powder on the performance of 
their application, a race car. 
After the experiments pro- 
ject engineers meet in a think 
tank session to discuss the 
data and present the team’s 
observations. The classroom 
teacher guides their thoughts 
by asking questions, such as 
“What are the properties of oil 
that help it decrease the rac- 
er’s friction point?” Thus, the 
children learn what kind of

questions to ask as they exper- 
iment. 

According to the program 
literature, A World In Motion 
“is designed to fight the statis- 
tically proven decrease in stu- 
dent interest in science and 
math that occurs between 
grades three and seven.” A pri- 
mary focus of the program is 
the quality of the experience: 
“The feelings these young stu- 
dents gain toward science are 
more important than master- 
ing the concepts.” 

According to Mr. Rapisardi, 
“The kids really like it. They 
like the responsibility and the 
clear-cut goal — to develop a 
race car to the point that it will 
be competitive. They are doing 
projects they can relate to.” 

The program reduces the 
concepts to a very simple level

and uses simple materials, 
most of which can come from 
home. So the students aren’t 
afraid of the materials and 
have no anxiety over the pro- 
cess, it’s too much fun. 

The students also like the 
real-life circumstances. “They 
enjoy acting like an adult,” 
says Mr. Rapisardi. “They can 
see down the road what might 
be expected of them in work. 
And they learn about relying 
on others and being responsi- 
ble. Since each engineer is the 
only one who can perform his 
tasks, students experience the 
importance of each member’s 


contribution to the success of 


the team. “If the facilities engi- 
neer doesn’t get the materials, 
the whole thing falls apart.” 
Ultimately, all of this leads 
to empowerment of the stu- 


dents. “They develop a lot of 
independence, more than in 
other cooperative learning sit- 
uations,” according to Mr. 
Rapisardi. “The teacher has to 
do less coordination than usu- 
al.” And all this translates into 
excitement — students excited 
about the results of their 
experiment and spontaneously 
figuring out why it worked as 
it did, demonstrating those 
elusive problem-solving and 
critical-thinking skills. 

A World In Motion came to 
South School through the 
efforts of Jitendra Goela, a par- 
ent and an engineer at Morton 
International’s Advance Mate- 
rials division. He became 
aware of the program through 
the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers 
newsletter, attended a meeting 
describing the program and 
contacted Mr. Rapisardi. A 
World In Motion requires a 
professional engineer to act as 
a volunteer who initiates the 
program and serves as a refer- 
ence and liaison for the teach- 
er. Mr. Goela took on that role 
for South, as well as getting 
the program going in a school 
in Lawrence and, through a 
friend, at the Indian Institute 
of Technology in India. He also 
got a $100 grant from Morton 
International to purchase 
South’s lab coats. 

According to Mr. Goela, A 
World In Motion has several 
goals. “To increase the interest 
in engineering. That was the 
theme of the first meeting. I 
described for the students

MATTERS OF NUTRITION 

A recent survey by the Nutrition Information Center in New 
York sheds some light on the nutrition practices of medical 
physicians, It found that the majority of the more that 3,400 
respondents nationwide agreed with such statements as "diet 
has an important role in disease prevention," "in many cases, 
medication could be reduced or eliminated if patients followed 
a recommended diet," and “doctors should spend more time 
exploring dietary habits during patient evaluation." Only 34 
percent of the physicians surveyed, however, claimed to use 
nutrition-related research results to improve patient care.

underway are sensible and are 
going to do good for the state as a 
whole,” said Superintendent 
Mark McQuillan. 

The law “has flaws. It regu- 
lates in ways that you might not 
want it to, but it provides direc- 
tion,” he said. 

According to Dr. McQuillan, 
one of the biggest changes under 
the law is that the state Depart- 
ment of Education now has more 
regulatory control over stan- 
dardizing curriculum statewide, 
setting student- and teacher-per- 
formance standards, evaluating, 
collecting and and distributing 
data on those performances, and 
mandating minimum spending 
levels for staff development, text- 
book, equipment and technology 
purchases. Just what those per- 
formance standards and funding 
minimums are have yet to be 
determined, but Dr. McQuillan 
believes Andover will be at, or 
above, any newly established 
mandates. 


Reform means less power 
for school committees 


The new law may have given 
more power to the state educa- 
tion board, but it has taken away 
power from school committees, 
which no longer have authority 
to hire and fire personnel, except 
for the superintendent and assis: 
tant superintendent. 

Prospective teachers and oth- 
er school personnel will now be 
screened by a panel of teachers, 
parents and the school building 
principal where the position is 
open. The principal will then 
hire the employee if he or she 
receives the superintendent's 
approval for that candidate, 


School Committee member 
Mary Lyman doesn’t believe that 
this change has to be a negative 
one for the Andover committee. 
Asked if she believes shifting 
hiring power to principals may 
make the process more political- 
ly charged and susceptible to hir- 
ing personal favorites, Ms. 
Lyman reluctantly said yes, 

“Yes there is a chance. But, on 
the other hand, the principal has 
to hire a competent staff. If 
(principals) make the wrong hir- 
ing choice, they are responsible. 

“T think you would learn that 
you’d want to make the job as 
apolitical a process as possible,” 
she said. 


Ms. Lyman believes that giv- 
ing principals more hiring and 
some firing power enable them 
to pick the professionals they 
need in their buildings. “After 
‘all,’ said Ms. Lyman, “they are 
going to have to work with these 


people.” 
More responsibility and less 
job security for principals 

Under the new legislation 
principals will have more 
authority to run their schools, 
but they have less job security. 
Once existing contracts expire, 
principals no longer will be able 
to negotiate a new contract as a 
bargaining unit of Andover pub- 
lic school principals. Each prin- 
cipal will have to negotiate indi- 
vidually with the superinten- 
dent. Andover principals have 
two years remaining in their 
three-year contract. 

Sam Campbell, principal of 
West Middle School, said for the 
most part he’s not worried about 
not being part of a principals’ 
union in the future, 

“Yes there is less job security, 
but personally I’m not bothered 
with that. If I thought I wasn’t 
doing a good job I don't think I 
should be allowed to stay ... and 
they should get someone who 
would,” he said. 

On the other hand, said Dr. 
Campbell, he realizes that when 
he goes to negotiate a new con- 
tract in two years he will have 
much less leverage as an individ- 
ual, than principals used to have 
as a union member. 

Charlie Friel, principal of 
West Elementary School, said he 
welcomes the opportunities to 
expand “site-based manage- 
ment” that has been practiced in 
Andover for many years. 


“T see (Andover’s practices) as 
kind of a model. We have done a 
lot in Andover over the years 
with participatory decision-mak- 
ing at the school level. It flows 
right down to the individual 
classrooms where students have 
classroom meetings at the begin- 
ning of the year to determine 
classroom rules,” he said. 


Not what it seems 


Andover Selectman Gerald 
Silverman, who is the principal 
of Georgetown High School, said 
the new law does not give princi- 
pals as much power as many peo- 
ple think. 

The law “took away a lot of 
rights from the principal and 
gave nothing back,” he said, 

“The only thing we can do is 
expel. With hiring and firing we 
still have to get an OK from the 
superintendent,” said Mr. Silver- 
man, 


Suspension authority 


The new law says principals 
must expel any student caught 
on school grounds with a 
weapon, firearm, or controlled 
substance — alcohol or drugs. 
And the school committee must

be informed in writing if students are not 
expelled for those violations, said Ms. 
Lyman, who recently attended a conference 
on the new law. 


According to Ms, Lyman, tobacco prod- 
ucts, including cigarettes and chewing 
tobacco, are now prohibited on school 
grounds even for teachers. Parking lots and 
athletic fields are “on school grounds,” 

Before the law was enacted, Andover pub- 
lic school students were not allowed to 
smoke on school grounds, but teachers and 
school department employees in the school 
office building were allowed to smoke in des-

ignated areas. This will no longer be the 
case, said Dr. McQuillan. He said he and 
School Committee members, who will still be 
the ones who are legally responsible for 
establishing school policy, will sit down 
before school begins and determine what the 
consequences will be for students, teachers 
and school employees who break the rule. 

The new law now allows community 
police chiefs to do criminal background 
checks on potential and current school 
employees if requested to do so by the super- 
intendent of schools. In the past, superinten- 
dents were not privileged to that informa- 
tion, said Ms, Lyman. 


Next week the Townsman will talk with 
education officials in town about other 
changes initiated by the new mandates 
including new opportunities for parent and 
community members to become involved in 
education, how financing education at the 
state and local levels will change and what 
one teachers’ union officials thinks of the new 
law.

Another plus, she said, is that “if 
there are jobs to do around the house 
(the children) are much more likely to 
volunteer. Their dispositions are bet- 
ter, despite the heat,” she added. 

The Timko family 

Judy and Mike Timko, of 6 Berkeley 
Lane, agree that forgoing TV has been 
a positive experience for them and 
their two children, Andy, 11, and Lind- 
sey, 7. They stopped watching TV 
Thursday, July 1, and finished their 
self-imposed ban on Sunday, July 11. 

Ms. Timko said she usually doesn’t 
watch too much TV, but her children 
watch it about 10 hours a week and her 
husband watches about twice that 
amount. 

On Friday nights the Timko chil- 
dren usually see two or three shows 
before they go to bed. The first Friday 
night without TV they played board 
games, said Ms. Timko. She said her 
husband has missed watching Star 
Trek and the news, to learn about the 
next day’s weather. 

She said he has turned on the televi- 
sion a few times during the TV fast 
‘just to watch the weather, but then he 
turned it right off.” 

“T think he misses TV more than the 


children,” she said. 
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Two families experience a week 


Mr. Timko said at first he wasn’t 
sure he wanted to participate in the 
exercise. But now that the week and a 
half is over, he doesn’t think he missed 
watching TV after all. 

“Every now and then I felt 
oppressed that I couldn’t just turn on 
the news, but I didn’t hit too many of 
those low points,” he said.

Her son, Andy, likes watching Red 
Sox baseball games, but for the past 
week and a half he has been following 
the ball club’s progress by reading the 
newspaper. Ms. Timko and her daugh- 
ter, Lindsey, bought some books to 
read during their hiatus from TV 
watching. 

Ms. Timko said her children have 
spent more time than usual playing 
with friends, swimming in the family’s 
pool and using the family computer. 

“Because the children had done so 
well in school this year we bought 
them computer games they wanted. 
(Lindsey’s) game is a reading game and

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Selectmen defer Shawsheen S

Selectmen Monday night refused to 
take any action on proposed traffic 
| changes for Shawsheen Square 
because Shawsheen area residents had 
not been notified of the proposed 
changes or had a chance to discuss 

them in an open forum, 

John Kennedy, of Vanasse Hangen 
Brustlin Inc., the traffic engineers 
working on the Shawsheen Square 
traffic changes, told the board that 
adding a protected left turn from Route 
28 northbound onto Lowell or Poor 
streets without making any changes to 
the existing curb lines, as requested by 
selectmen two months ago, would only 
worsen the current traffic delays in the 
square, 

He recommended cutting out the 
traffic island on Route 28 and adding a 
third northbound lane with the left 
hand lane designated a left-turn-only 
lane. 

None of the selectmen liked the idea 
of completely removing the traffic 
island and at least two other options 
were considered, 

One idea was to shave the island by 
two feet, just enough to get a third lane 
in without removing the entire barrier. 
A second option, recommended by 
Chairman Bill Downs, was to shave the 
curb on the east side of Route 28 and 
leave the traffic island alone. 

That's about when Mary 
O'Donoghue, leader of a Shawsheen- 
area residents group, walked in to the 
selectmen’s meeting. Ms, O'Donoghue, 
of 3 Kenilworth St., told board mem- 
bers she was up on a ladder painting at 
home when a neighbor called and told 
her the Shawsheen Square traffic 
changes were being discussed at the 
televised selectmen’s meeting, She said 
she had called Laura Hill, senior plan- 
ner and who was at the meeting, about 
something else earlier Monday and 
was not told that the traffic changes 
were on the agenda for the selectmen’s 


meeting. 

“Tam absolutely disgusted,” Ms. 
O'Donoghue said. “We want to be 
informed. And we want to be 
involved.” 

Before Ms. O'Donoghue showed up, 
at least one board member had ques- 
tioned why the residents hadn't been 
notified. But they all agreed that it 
made no sense to continue the discus- 
sion without the residents after Ms. 
O'Donoghue arrived and scolded them. 

Selectman James Barenboim made 
a motion to continue the discussion at 
a meeting when the Shawsheen resi- 
dents can be present for the discussion 
and the others members agreed to do 
that, 

That discussion could take place at 
the next board meeting, on July 26, or 
at the Aug. 9 meeting. Buzz Stapcezyns- 
ki, town manager, said he will see to it 
that the residents are informed 
through Ms. O'Donoghue. 


Enhanced 911 not here until ’95 

In other news from the board’s meet- 
ing, selectmen were told Monday night 
that the enhanced 911 emergency tele- 
phone system is in the process of being 
installed in town but that it may be two 
years before the system operating, 

“Right now we're talking 1995,” 
police Sgt. Brian Pattullo told select- 
men. 

The system will give police and fire 
dispatchers the address and phone 
number of the location a person is call- 
ing from as soon as a call is answered, 
even if the caller hangs up. It will also 
give additional information on file, 
including the nearest fire hydrant loca- 
tions or chemicals stored in the build- 
ing. It will list the alarm systems in 
use, the number of persons who live at 
the home and even pertinent medical 
information that might be helpful in an 
emergency response. 

The information will show up 
instantly on a screen and a hard copy 
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will be printed out for ambulance or 
fire personnel to take with them on the 
call. The information will be relayed to 
police in their cruisers by the dispatch- 
ers. 

Sgt. Pattullo told board members 


Monday night that he is in the midst of 


creating a master street address guide 
as part of preparing the town’s comput- 
er system for being brought on line. 
Sgt. Pattullo has been working with 
several town departments to compile 
the master list and has found several 
variations of spellings of street names. 

Every phone in town, including pay 
phones and business phones, has to be 
assigned a specific street address and 
number before the E-911 system can 
work. 

In some instances, residents have 
assigned a number they like, such as 
their lucky number, to their address in 
the telephone book. In others, people 
have given a name to their driveway 
and used that as their address. All of 
these, as well as duplicate street num- 
bers, have to be changed and assigned 
their correct address so the system can 
work, 

The sergeant told selectmen that it 
is also now state law that every build- 
ing has to have a visible street number 
on it. Failure to have a number on a 
house or building is punishable by a 
$100 fine after notification, and an addi- 
tional $100 a day for every day the 
problem goes unrepaired. 

One area that it has been difficult to 
assign specific street addresses is at 
Phillips Academy. In many cases, the 
school lists addresses only by a house 
or dorm name. And a 911 call from 
most phones on campus only go to the 
school switchboard. The school is 
working directly with the phone com- 
pany on the second problem.

update of the street address list to take 
about six more months. It will take 
another year after that to get the entire 
data base computerized, he said. 

Another part of the plan includes 
setting up back-up emergency dis- 
patching in case Andover’s communi- 
cations are out, for whatever reason. In 
that case, emergency communications 
would move to North Andover and, if 
needed, Tewksbury. 


Youth town meeting 

Mark McQuillan, superintendent of 
schools, told selectmen Monday night 
that he is anxious to work with them, 
and the Our Town group led by Select- 
man Larry Larsen, in organizing a 
youth town meeting to help get teens in 
town involved in civic government. 

Dr. McQuillan said the town meet- 
ing form of government provides a 
great opportunity for youths to get 
involved in the Democratic process 
and he would like to see them get start- 
ed earlier than their 18th birthday. 

The pilot program of regularly 
scheduled class meetings already in 
use in schools is just a start, Dr. 
McQuillan said. He would like to see a 
series of opportunities to have students 
involved in government. 

Selectmen Larsen said he would be 
willing to work with Dr. McQuillan in 
organizing the youth town meeting. Dr. 
McQuillan proposed that the group 
aim at having the youth town meeting 
on the same night as and prior to the 
April Town Meeting 1994. 

Selectman Charles Wesson suggest- 
ed that Dr. Larsen and Dr. McQuillan 
and the others who help organize the 
youth town meeting hand over much of 
the responsibility of running the meet- 
ing to the students. Mr. Wesson also 
pushed for organization of a career day 
when elected and appointed officials 
could come into the schools and talk to 
students about their roles in govern- 
ment.

A chance 
fo serve 


There are several good opportuni- 
ties in Andover right now for resi- 
dents who have the time to perform 
important services for the town. 

Town and school officials are look- 
ing for volunteers to serve on the 
School Building Committee, various 
subcommittees of the School Com- 
mittee, the town’s Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Andover Housing Partner- 
ship Committee/Fair Housing Com- 
mittee, the Council on Aging, Design 
Advisory Group, Patriotic Holiday 
Committee, Planning Board, Conser- 
vation Commission and the Finance 
Committee. The latter appointment 
is made by Town Moderator James 
Doherty. 

In addition, recently enacted edu- 
cation reform initiatives mandate for 
the coming school year that each 
school in the state establish an advi- 
sory committee comprised of parent 
and non-parent community mem- 
bers. School principals will appoint 
the members and co-chairpersons of 
those committees. Another school- 
related committee that needs mem- 
bers is the superintendent’s Equity 
Coalition Task Force, an advisory 
group that combats prejudice.

Mary Jane Logan and Bob Scott dis- 
play some treasures they’ve found. 


With a tiny penknife and a $600 metal 
detector, Mary Jane Logan of Brookside 
Drive has been digging up Andover history 
for 15 years. She has found Indian head pen- 
nies, silver coins, buffalo nickels, an 1830s 
coin and several three-cent pieces. She also 
has unearthed artifacts worn by early sol- 
diers. 

A longtime student of Andover history 
and a lifetime resident, Ms. Logan has spent 
many hours at the Andover Historical Soci- 
ety researching historical sites that have the 
potential to be coin- and artifact-rich digs. 

Ms. Logan found many of her treasures 
Within the downtown, where Andover first 
was settled. Coins would often fall out of the 
pockets of Andover soldiers and workers as 
they gathered to chat under the trees, she 
said. 

“I don’t leave any holes. T just cut a tiny 
circle with a little knife. I take out the plug 
and fill it right in. I even fill in animal holes. 
After it rains there aren’t any traces left,” 
she said. 

Coins and other objects tend to rise near 
the surface after rainstorms, she explained. 
Her 6000/D1 Coinmaster makes a high whin- 
ing sound when it senses a metal object 
within six inches of the surface. The arrow 
on the dial near the handle identifies the type 
of metal and denomination of coin. 

Ms. Logan said it’s important not to polish 
old coins because that destroys their value. 
Just wash them off with water or a little olive 
oil to take off surface dirt, she suggested. 

Ms. Logan recently found an old medal 
medallion from Winona Mills in the Midwest 
and is corresponding with the company to 
find out the medal’s significance. 

There’s a great deal of excitement doing 
the historical research and making the finds, 
said Ms. Logan. She loves history and has 
roots in town. Her great uncle, Bill Poland, 
owned Poland Sporting Goods. 

Ms. Logan listened as a youngster to many 
stories of her immigrant ancestors who came 
to work in the mills of Lawrence from Eng- 
land and Scotland. She went exploring as a 
child to find pennies that her father hid and 
is familiar with Indian sites in the area. She

said she read all the Nancy Drew mysteries. 

Her friend, Bob Scott, has found several 
treasures on the site where the Mall at Rock- 
ingham is now jocated in Salem, N.H. The 
area was a cable car stop in the 1980s. Bosto- 
nians would make the journey north to 
watch car races on a wooden track. At that 
site he unearthed a $2 1/2 gold coin, which is 
very rare and worth more $200 dollars, he 
said. 

Metal detecting in The Park on Bartlet 
Street can be a rewarding experience, espe- 
cially the Sunday after Clown Town, they 
said. 

Mr. Scott said he found enough coins in a 
year to pay for his $350 detector. 

Barbara Thibault, director of the 
Andover Historical Society, and her staff 
helped Ms. Logan identify residences and 
businesses in older parts of town. The society 
has maps dating back to 1795. In addition, the 
society has thematic books on coins and arti- 
facts that Ms. Logan used to identify her 
finds. 

Her goal? “I want to find a gold coin,” said 
Ms. Logan.

Mr. Cantone noted that parking vio- 
lations can reflect the economic condi- 
tions of a community. “In economically 
decreasing years (1990-1992), accidents, 
citations, and parking tickets 
decreased,” he said. “There were less 
people around and less business trans- 
actions; as the economy improved, traf: 
fic violations increased.” 

In Andover a meter violation is $8 
and a safety violation is $15, Mr. Can- 
tone said that the most meter viola- 
tions occur in the metered lots behind 
Old Town Hall and at Park Street Vil- 
lage. Last year, the town received 
$89,000 from parking violations and 
$101,000 from moving violations, 
according to Tony Torrisi, budget and 
finance director. By selling special 
parking permits to employees of 
Andover businesses, the town has 
raised $2,475, Mr. Torrisi said,

Mr. Cantone’s job helps alleviate 
some of the congestion problems. “I 
write tickets so people won't park 
there all day,” he said. “There’s more 
flow.” 

Mr. Cantone said that there is suffi- 
cient parking in Andover but drivers 
have to be prepared to walk a reason- 


‘able distance. “There are many places 


to park which are only 50 to 100 feet 
away from everything,” he said. 
“Sometimes [drivers] get lucky and 
find a place in front of their favorite 
store and then they are spoiled.”

Mr. Cantone said that the inefficien- 
cy of stoplights also leads to frustrating 
traffic congestion problems. “The state 
controls the stoplights,” he said. “On 
Main Street the flow and sync of them 
is all wrong.” He said the state has 
been working on the stoplights. 

Mr. Cantone has some solutions, 
Drivers have to become knowledgeable 
about where to park and be willing to 
walk short distances. He believes the 
best place to park is in Park Street Vil- 
lage. “There are 151 parking spaces 
there,” Mr. Cantone said. “At peak 
times it is always 20 percent empty; at 
an off-peak time it is 60 percent emp- 
UNA 

The general estimate of total 
metered parking in Andover is around 
400 spaces, he said. 

Last spring’s Clown Town generated 
scores of parking citations and upset 
residents. “People have to understand 
that there were safety violations — fire, 
public safety, et cetera.” 

Despite parking problems, Mr. Can- 
tone believes that events such as 
Clown Town are important. “No events 
are nuisances,” he said. “They are pop- 
ular and bring a lot of good things to 
the town. The town is always working 
to make Andover a more popular 
place.” 

Mr. Cantone encourages residents to 
work with the Planning Board to for- 
mulate solutions to parking and con- 
gestion problems. “Everyone has to get 
involved and present ideas — business- 
men and citizens,” he said. “No one 
entity can solve the challenge. It’s not a 
problem. A lot of challenges face the 
community and parking is one of 
them.”

in Mr. Cantone’s job. “I try to keep the 
grace of God in my heart throughout 
the day because sometimes there’s a 
sense of animosity,” he said. “There’s 
an element of people flying off the han- 
dle.” Although he calls for assistance 
in some cases, Mr. Cantone obviously 
tries to avoid violence. “I don’t carry 
weapons of any type,” he said. 


“Sometimes I'll be writing a ticket 
and the person will come out and say, ‘I 
was right here,’ but there’s nothing | 
can do; I already wrote the ticket,” he 
said. “That’s hard — when I have to 
hand the person the ticket.” 

Although people who receive park- 
ing tickets may disagree, Mr. Cantone 
believes he is providing a valuable ser- 
vice. “I work for the town and the town 
pays me, but I often feel like I work for 
the businesses and people who want to 
park,” he said.

Although Mr. Cantone’s principle 
job is traffic supervisor, for which he is 
paid $25,500 a year, he can also help 
direct traffic and assist in accidents. 
He knows CPR and has some emergen- 
cy medical training. “I don’t just write 
parking tickets all day,” he said. 

Mr. Cantone’s job can follow him 
during his off hours. “Sometimes I'll be 
going into a restaurant and, in the 
parking lot, I recognize cars that I’ve 
ticketed,” he said. 

“My social calendar hasn’t been the 
same since I took this job,” Mr. Can- 
tone said. “Once I had surgery by a doc- 
tor who I ticketed. It was a local anes- 
thetic and the whole time we talked 
about parking tickets.”

Colors: Choosing the right 
ones 

Decorating a home means 
creating an environment that 
makes you happy, one that’s 
flexible, functional and fash- 
ionable enough to fit your fam- 
ily’s tastes, interests and 
lifestyles.

Ms. Jones says, “These col- 
ors can be effectively com- 
bined in any one of three cre- 
ative color schemes. A comple- 
mentary scheme, for example 
beige and purple, yellow and 
mauve or peach and blue, 
results from using colors oppo- 
site each other on the color 
wheel. An analogous scheme 
employs colors that are next to 
each other on the color wheel, 
such as blue with purple and 
blue-green. A monochromatic 
color scheme is achieved by 
using different shades of the 
same color.” 

You can also create color 
schemes by borrowing from a 
painting, window treatment, 
piece of pottery or fabric in a

From ‘wind hole’ to window 


indows began as mere 
slits in ancient fortifi- 
cations. Their princi- 


pal functions in medieval 
times were to let in light and 
air and, in warfare, to let out 
spears and arrows. The word 
window is itself derived from 
“wind eye” or “wind hole.” 
With the hole came the 
inspiration for glazing, the 
earliest being thin sheets of 
mica, But tiny sections of 
glass cast in shallow molds 
soon followed and sash win- 
dows, casement and double 
hung were used as early as 
1670. However, the poor and 
middle classes continued to 
use oiled paper or fabric to 
illuminate their homes for the 
next several generations. 
“The first window glass 
was hand blown, then cut into 
lights, or panes. In the 18th 
century, the 12-pane window 
was consistently used in 
Europe and North America. 
The knob that remained 
where the glass blower 


attached his pipe — called the 
“bull’s eye” — was sold for 


transoms over doorways 
because it was less desirable 
than the flat sheets but too 
precious to be thrown away,”’ 
says Frank Marvin, president 
of Marvin Windows & Doors. 

Karly windows in the Unit- 
ed States were carefully hand- 
crafted, displaying fine wood- 
working and a frugal use of 
glass. Glass, a rare commodity 
before the age of mass produc- 
tion, was still made by hand in 
small rectangles and was very 
expensive. 

“Even after the manufac- 
turing process became less 
complicated and cheaper, 
glass was still considered a 
luxury and was taxed per 
pane, per year. 

Homeowners like Thomas 
Jefferson (author of the Decla- 
ration of Independence and 
third president of the United 
States) may have reduced 
their tax liabilities by 
installing triple-hung win- 
dows. At Monticello, Jeffer- 
son’s estate in Virginia, the 18- 
pane windows raised from the 
ground level to a height of 10 


feet or more. [See above story.] 
Because the windows could be 
used as doors, they may not 
have been not taxed,” says Mr. 
Marvin. 

The size of glass lights 
increased. By the mid-19th 
century, a two-over-two light 
pattern was favored; by 1900, 
one-over-one was popular. 
Curved glass developed as a 
result of eclectic architecture, 
such as the Queen Anne style 
which includes turrets, oriels 
and bay windows, By the end 
of the 19th century, fairly 
large sheets of glass were 
available for store fronts. 
Huge sheets of plate glass, cur- 
tain walls and structural glass 
were not available until the 
20th century. 

After World War II, meth- 
ods to measure window per- 
formance (air and water infil- 
tration and thermal conduc- 
tivity) were finally developed. 

Because of the classic sim- 
plicity of early American 
architecture, windows are 
often the single most impor- 
tant exterior feature of older

If you want more living space in 
your house, one of the least expensive 
ways to add a room is building a red- 
wood deck.

How to fix a broken window 


One area around the house prone to 
damage is windows. Broken branches, 
debris, snow and ice or maybe a base- 
ball, can crack or break a pane. 

Replacing glass isn’t easy, but here 
are the steps and tools you will need. 

Purchase the needed pane at a hard- 
ware or glass store, where it can be cut 
to size. When measuring the dimen- 
sions of the window opening, deduct 
1/16 of an inch from the length and 
width. The pane must be slightly small- 
er than the opening. 

Wear gloves when removing the old 
glass. Take out as much as you can, but 
do not force any piece that resists. It 
will come out when the old putty is 
removed. The old putty usually will 
yield easily to scraping. Sometimes it 
may have to be softened with a solder- 
ing iron. 

If the pane is held in place with 


glazier’s points, remove them. Flip 
them out with the blade of a screwdriv- 
er or pull them out with pliers. Old 
points can be used again, but you may 
want to get new ones. 

After positioning the new pane in 
the frame, use a new kind of window 
glazing that provides a weather resis- 
tant seal. 

If you want to try cutting the 
replacement glass yourself, remember 
these tips: the glass cutter should be 
held almost vertically; apply firm, even 
pressure to the cutter after its wheel 
has been lubricated with a small 
amount of household oil; use one of two 
methods to break the glass (wear 
gloves) — hold the pane on either side of 
the cut and bend slightly or hold the 
length of the glass on a flat surface with 
the line of cut on the edge and break off 
the scrap.

Protect your pressure-treated wood. 
While pressure-treated wood won't 
rot, it can still fall victim to moisture 
and sun damage, as well as mildew 
growth on the coating surface. Use a 
stain or waterproofing sealer specially 
made for decks. 

Don’t use a solid stain or a latex 
stain on a deck. Solid stains and latex 
Stains leave more film on the wood

If it’s 
absorbed in a few seconds, it’s ready to 
stain. 

Don’t apply too much stain or seal- 
er. Less is better on a deck, With too 
much coating, the deck surface 
becomes less attractive and can actual- 
ly peel.

arched and round tops, to bring in 
more light. The focus really is on the 
window. Curtains, draperies and 
blinds are being kept to a minimum, 
especially in rooms with vaulted and 
cathedral ceilings, so that the beauty of 
the window itself is apparent,” says 
Ms. Parash.
